AUDITORS' OPINION 


Board of Selectmen 
Harrisville, New Hampshire 


We have examined the combined financial statements of the Town of Harrisville, New Hampshire 
as of and for the year ended December 31, 1983, as listed in the table of contents. Our 
examination was made in accordance witht generally accepted auditing standards and included such 
tests of the accounting records as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As described more fully in Note 1, the combined financial statements referred to above do 
not include financial statements of the General Fixed Assets Group, which stiould be included to 
conform with generally accepted auditing principles. 


As described more fully in Note 1, the Town has recognized General Fund tax revenues which 
may not meet the revenue recognition requirements of the National Council on Governmental 
Accounting's Interpretation 3, entitled "Revenue Recognition - Property Taxes." It is impossible 
to determine the effect of this practice due to the timing of this engagement. Town officials 
believe, and we concur, that the application of NCGA Interpretation 3 would result in a 
misleading understatement of undesignated fund balance at December 31, 1983 and present a 
misleading impression of the Town's ability to meet its current and future obligations. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of the matters described above, these combined 
financial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position of the Town of 
Harrisville, New Hampshire at December 31, 1983 and the results of its operations and changes in 


financial position of its proprietary fund types for the year then ended, in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with the preceding year.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Harrisville conform to generally accepted accounting 
principles for local governmental units except as indicated hereinafter. The following is 
a summary of significant accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 


The accrual basis is used by fiduciary funds. Governmental funds utilize the modified 
accrual basis whereby revenues are recorded when measurable and available. Expenditures 
are recorded when the liability is incurred (accrual basis) except: 


a. Disbursements for inventory items (materials and supplies) are 
considered expenditures at the time of purchase. 


b. Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded. 


Cc. Interest on debt is recorded as an expenditure when due. 
General Fixed Assets 


Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general government services are recorded as 
expenditures in the fund making the expenditures. Funds used to acquire general fixed 
assets and/or debt service payments on borrowings in connection therewith are accounted 

for as expenditures in the year payments are made. Generally accepted accounting principles 
require that general fixed assets be capitalized and accounted for in a separate fixed 

asset group of accounts. 


Investments 


Investments are stated at cost. Market was $12,444 and $11,516 on December 31, 1983 and 
1982, respectively. 


Taxes Collected for Others 


The Town collects taxes for the Harrisville School District and Cheshire County, which is 
required by law. These funds are accounted for as agency funds. 


Interfund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations, the Town has numerous transactions between funds, 
including expenditures and transfers of resources to provide services, construct assets 
and service debt. The accompanying governmental and fiduciary funds financial statements 
reflect such transactions as transfers. 


Total Columns on Combined Financial Statements 


Total columns on the combined statements are captioned "Memorandum Only" to indicate that 
they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these columns do not 
present financial position, results of operations, or changes in financial position in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. The data is not comparable to

Property Taxes 


The Town's property taxes, due December Ist, were levied based on the assessed value as 
of the prior April Ist for all taxable real property. 


Taxes due after December Ist accrue interest at 12% per annum. Current tax collections 
for the period ended December 31, 1983 were 90.4% of the tax levy. 


Annually, the Town establishes an amount for abatements, discounts and refunds of property 
tax revenues known as overlay. All abatements, discounts and refunds are charged to overlay. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector sells at tax sale all uncollected property taxes 

in the following year after taxes are due, where applicable. The purchaser at tax sale 

has a priority tax lien on these properties and accrues interest at 18% per annum. Delinquent 
taxpayers must redeem property taxes from tax sale purchasers. 


Property is sold to the party who will accept a lien for the least undivided interest 
in the property for payment of taxes and related costs due. If property is not redeemed 
within the two year redemption period, the property is tax-deeded to the lien holder. 


Property taxes levied for 1983 and prior are recorded as receivables, net of estimated 
uncollectables. The net 1983 receivables collected and expected to be collected in the 
future have been recognized as tax revenues, which is not in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles as required by NCGA Interpretation 3. Town officials have 
decided that compliance with NCGA Interpretation 3 would make these financial statements 
misleading by creating an understatement of undesignated fund balances at December 31, 
1983, due to the limited sixty day revenue recognition period after year end. This under- 
statement might give the user of these financial statements a misleading impression about 
the Town's ability to meet its current or future obligations or increase future interest 
costs to the Town. Under existing state laws, the Town will either receive full payment 
or acquire legal ownership of property in lieu of payment in 1985. Prior history indicates 
that a substantial portion of overdue taxes are paid before this date. 


PURPOSE OF FUNOS ANO ACCOUNT GROUPS: 

The Town reports its activities in numerous individual funds to comply with the limitations 
and restrictions placed on both the resources made available to the Town and the services 
provided. Individual funds and account groups summarized in the accompanying financial 
statements are classified as follows: 


A. Governmental Funds 


These funds are intended to provide recurring general services. They are controlled 
by a budget approved by the voters. 


General Fund - used to account for all revenues and expenditures which are not 
accounted for in other funds or account groups.

Special Revenue Funds - used to account for specific restricted revenues and 
expenditures for various purposes. Receipts and expenditures of each fund are 
governed by the terms of contractual agreements, statutes or local law. The 
Harrisville Library and the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds are reported as Special 
Revenue Funds. 


B. Fiduciary Funds 


Trust and Agency Funds - these funds are used to account for assets held by 
the Town in a fiduciary capacity for various purposes and taxes collected for 
other governmental units. Receipts and expenditures of each fund are governed 
by statutes or local law. 


BUDGET : 

The Town budget represents departmental appropriations as authorized by annual or special 
town meetings. The Selectmen may transfer funds between operating categories as they deem 
necessary. State statutes require balanced budgets.

HARRISVILLE ROUTE 101 COMMITTEE REPORT 


Our committee did not meet during 1983 due to the fact that, following the Corridor Hear- 
ing in November, 1982, the whole question of the Dublin By-pass has been in the hands of the 
State Highway Department. Although their corridor decision was expected during 1983, it was 
not forthcoming. The State is preparing a supplement to the Draft Environmental Impact 
Statement that will address many of the concerns raised by us and others at the Corridor Hear- 
ing. Our understanding is that the State is making further sudies of the Cobb Meadow 
wetlands, the town spring on the south shore of Lake Skatutakee, and related drainage prob- 
lems along Beech Hill. 

All indications are that the State still prefers the B-3 Corridor through Harrisville and we ex- 
pect them to make that announcement in 1984. Such a decision by the State would be of serious 
concern but it does not necessarily mean that the road would be built in that location. It does 
mean, however, that we will have to make our case to the Federal Highway Administration and 
possibly in court. We remain convinced that more moderate solutions than a major by-pass in 
the B-3 Corridor exist and that eventually a solution will be developed that will solve the prob- 
lems of our neighbors in Dublin and will not adversely impact our town.

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COMMITTEE TO ADVISE THE SELECTMEN ON PLANNING 
FOR USE OF THE TOWN’S VENABLE ROAD LOT 
Meeting January 17, 1984 


This committee was asked by the Selectmen to advise them on the use of the former Lacroix 
Lot on the eastern end of the Venable Road. The members of the committee are listed below. 

This lot was purchased by John Hansel and was given to the Town and accepted by action of 
the Selectmen. The provision was made that if at the end of 20 years it was not being used for 
recreational purposes it would revert to the donor. 

The lot consists of 6.8 acres and lies on the south side of the Venable Road near the 
Harrisville-Dublin Road. 

As a property under Town ownership it meets one of the objectives of the Comprehensive 
Planning Program developed for the Town by the Citizens Advisory Board and the Planning 
Board in February 1983 — to preserve as much as possible open space and to discourage strip 
development on the roads between the three village centers. 

Discussion developed as to how the lot could be used to greater advantage for the enjoyment 
of the citizens. 

One idea proposed was to make it into a park as a focus for illustrating the various historical 
features of the Town. A simple outdoor exhibit such as a map of the Town showing these 
features was suggested. This is in line with the work already carried out to identify these as part 
of the Town’s history. It was thought that the expense of such an exhibit could be met by 
private contributions, but there would also have to be provisions for maintaining the exhibit. 
There could also be the establishment of a small off road parking area. It would be desirable to 
clear up the area surrounding the exhibit. 

It was the sense of the meeting that this proposal should be considered preliminary and sub- 
ject to elaboration.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control program leads 
the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide 
average. 

At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention and control of 
all grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 

Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit for every fire 
that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. 
Each person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire 
Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is re- 
quired, is violating our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be 
fined up to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 

No fire permit will be issued between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. unless it is raining. The reason for 
this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9 a.m. and 2 p.m., then subsides to a 
safe level between 2 p.m. and 5 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that 
are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the 
day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn 
longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 

Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated. 

As Smokey says, ‘‘Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!’’

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HARRISVILLE PLANNING BOARD 
Annual Report — 1983 


The Board met 5 times during 1983 to consider 6 applications for subdivision approval. Five 
of these were approved as submitted. A sixth was approved after modification — reducing the 
number of lots applied for from 4 to 2 as being more appropriate for the residential use of the 
land. We are relieved that we have not been faced with any major multiple lot subdivision, but 
realize that one or more of these must be expecteed in the future. 

Some minor changes in the zoning ordinance were made to clarify the provisions regarding 
structural changes to buildings in the Lakeside Residence Zone. These were adopted by ballot 
vote at the March 8 annual meeting. 

The major work of the Board was completion of the Comprehensive Plan for the Town 
prepared with the help of the Citizen’s Advisory Board and the Region Planning Commission. 
This had been in the works for several years and is an effort to lay the groundwork for plan- 
ning for the Town’s future. It is not a static document and should be regarded as a beginning 
only — to be brought up to date and improved over the years. Copies are available for study at 
the Library and at the Selectmen’s office. We urge citizens to make themselves familiar with it 
and to assist us in keeping it up to date. 

We acknowledge the value of the assistance given us by the S.W. Region Planning Commis- 
sion both in the above project and in resolving various issues that have come up over the past 
year. We favor continuing our membership and urge an affirmative vote on the article covering 
the appropriation for the Town’s dues for 1984.

The highlight of the 
Summer was the ‘‘Search for Bigfoot,’’ our successful Summer Reading Program. Patrons 
continued to keep abreast of acquisitions and activities through the Library page in the News- 
letter. 

Friends of the Library made the annual Library Tea and Book Sale a huge success. Lots of 
good food, good books, and ‘‘Friendly’’ conversation! This year the Friends provided the 
Library with an electric heater and an IBM typewriter. Thank you, Friends. 

Again this year the Library hours werre extended during the Summer months to provide six 
additional hours. Volunteers gave generously of their time to make this possible. 

The State Book Van delivery system has been discontinued. Approximately 400 books from 
the State ‘‘Bookmobile’’ collection have been chosen to be permanently added to our collec- 
tion. Fifty two books were borrowed through the Inter-Library Loan System, while 79 items 
were borrowed from local Libraries in response to patron requests. Long-term loan of 243 fic- 
tion titles was provided by the Peterborough Town Library. This past year we added 241 
volumes and withdrew 190. The volumes in our Library now total 4858. This does not include 
the books from the State. They will be reported next year, after they have been cataloged. Cir- 
culation for the year was 7372. 

We wish to thank everyone for their support and our Volunteers for their time and energy. 
We welcome your suggestions in helping us to better serve you.

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REPORT OF HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 

1983 was a year of intensive research for Historic Harrisville, largely accomplished by the 
volunteer efforts of a dedicated and talended core group. The National Register Project, 
directed by Marcia Cini and staffed by Mary Meath, Henry Taves and Lucy Shonk, set up an 
office on the third floor of the Cheshire Mills Boardinghouse and compiled a library of maps, 
photographs, postcards and artifacts to aid their research. Two matching grants were awarded, 
one from the State Historic Preservation Office and used for survey and planning work and the 
other from the National Trust for Historic Preservation for the archaeological services of 
Doug George. The Project group identified five local areas and over two dozen individual 
properties which merit inclusion on the National Register, and which help define Harrisville in 
its social, geographical, and historical context. Historic Harrisville has been able to expand its 
research, this year, outside of the immediate Landmark district in the mill village, and we have 
been rewarded with an increased appreciation and knowledge of the incredibly rich resources in 
the outlying areas of the town. 

We have also been very fortunate to have two thesis projects ongoing, with a focus on Har- 
risville’s resources. Ann Carlsmith and Caterina Fitzgerald have been at work on a landscape 
design project which will include proposals for tree plantings, cleaning up the waterway, dam 
restoration, parking, underground wiring, and stone walls. Roberta Wingerson is beginning a 
thesis on the Chesham pottery and has already uncovered an impressive collection of artifacts. 

Historic Harrisville is a public, non-profit foundation and we welcome anyone to our 
meetings which are usually held the last Saturdays of April and October.

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


The schools are doing well in Harrisville this year. With some new staff, some fresh involve- 
ment of parents, and improved structure and direction at Wells Memorial and the high school, 
we find good spirit for the schools in town. 

Nationally where some question urban public schools, we look with pride at our own school 
and see good advances in student achievement. This is the second year of a joint town effort 
with the Systematic Teaching and Measuring Mathematics program (STAMM) with results 
showing increased skills. Language arts and reading also show above average skills in com- 
parison to national averages due to recent program improvements. Accountability testing in 
English, language arts, math and social studies again shows our average students at Wells 
Memorial School scoring in the top quarter in comparison to others tested at their grade level. 

Even with these going we need to continue to become better. Our students will live in a fast- 
changing world and they must be prepared to meet these challenges. Our science and computer 
curriculums have to be stronger. Our staff training and expectations need to be increased. Our 
school facilities will have to be developed to meet the growing demand of a larger school 
population. 

Your school board has represented you well this year. Responsiveness to others, alertness to 
fiscal details, and real concern for the student of the district characterize this board. It has been 
our pleasure to be associated with them as they have represented you.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


My first half year at Wells Memorial School has been exciting and rewarding. In the fall I 
found a school of 64 students with a caring and competent staff. As the year has progressed, it 
has been my pleasure to meet more and more of a supportive and understanding community all 
working toward the goal of providing the best possible educational climate for the students. 

Results in Accountability Testing and standardized achievement testing compared well with 
regional and national norms. Efforts are continuing to further structure curriculums to provide 
a meaningful sequence of skills, ensure their mastery, and to mesh our programs with those at 
Keene Junior High School. The STAMM (Systematic Teaching and Measuring Mathematics) 
program, adopted last year, is being implemented in grades 2, 4, 5 and 6 and will be used in all 
grades next year. The Towns Curriculum Council is working to improve science instruction in 
the town schools, incorporating materials in critical thinking and computer awareness and 
literacy. The Parents’ Group, through vigorous fund raising, has provided the school with a 
new Commodore 64 computer and disc drive, enabling the students to work with the exciting 
LOGO computer language. They have also provided the funds and support to participate in the 
Olympics of the Mind program in creative problem solving. 

The fifth and sixth grade students spent a week at the Sargent Environmental Camp in Peter- 
borough, New Hampshire, in October, reinforcing units in ecological science and group 
cooperation activities. We were all impressed with this well-run program and a good time was 
had by all. 

Stephanie Malinow has been a wonderful addition to our staff this year, heading our new 
music program. Besides systematic instruction in music elements, Stephanie has started 
youngsters in grades 3 and 4 on recorders, provides a recorder group for Sth and 6th graders, 
and works with several students on band instruments. She was responsible for a very successful 
Christmas program and plans a spring concert to further showcase the students’ talents and ef- 
forts. Ellen Post, our new guidance counselor, along with our part-time psychologist, Bonnie 
Kraft, are working with students on issues of personal development and will be very active in 
preparing the sixth grade students for the transition to Keene Junior High School. 

Our school’s hot lunch program, under the supervision of Debbie Kensy, is enjoying a high 
Participation level. The surplus enabled us to replace a freezer which, after many years of 
reliable service, retired. 

We were all quite sad at the retirement of Lionel ‘‘Mac’’ MacKenzie this fall. His devoted 
care of the building and grounds has helped to avoid major repairs. I personally want to thank 
him for helping me unravel the mysteries of septic systems and pressure tanks. James Powley, 
our new custodian, has done an excellent job in providing a safe and clean building for our 
children. 

In keeping with research on characteristics of effective schools, we will be taking a closer 
look at all our programs in the coming year, including structuring a general standard of 
discipline, evaluating our expectations of students, and providing more opportunities to learn 
and time on task. I anticipate the continued growth of both the students and staff at Wells 
Memorial School. The community has every reason to be proud of their school and their ef- 
forts which contribute so much to this growth.

A Kardex file was started for new and first grade students. Head checks were done during 
the month of September, and no head lice were found 

In October, fourth grade physicals were conducted by Dr. McMurphy, school physician, and 
lessons on Halloween safety were given. 

Hygiene and nutrition classes were provided for all students as well as stress management 
sessions for students of Mrs. Brusco and Mrs. Brown. 

Hearing checks on students were done during November and December in all grades. 

Communicable disease information was sent in to the Bureau of Communicable Disease Of- 
fice in Concord for the year. 

On January 3, I began as school nurse by reviewing the records to familiarize myself with the 
students and the responsibilities of my position. 

After school vacation, I conducted head checks for possible infestation. 

I will be contacting Lynn Noonan for information on the spring dental program. 

The State of New Hampshire, Bureau of Health, has contacted me in regard to the Preschool 
Vision and Hearing testing to be held in Harrisville, on May 10, at the Congregational Church. 
Six volunteers will be needed. Posters to announce the program should be placed in the town’s 
store and other places of visability. 

If time permits, I hope to be able to continue the health education program concerning drug 
and alcohol abuse to the fifth and sixth graders.
